GEESE, 
CHICKENS HIGHER, 
BUT NOT TURKEYS 


Ducks Are Cheaper Under 
New OPA Ceilings, to Deal- 


ers’ Amazement. 


Poultry dealers estimated yester- 
day that,“under the new OPA price 
ceilings, Christmas turkeys would 
sell at about the same price as dur- 
ing the Thanksgiving period, chick- 
ens and geese would be 3 to 4 cents 


a pound higher and ducks 3 cents a 
pound less. 

Their estimates of what the con- 
sumer will have to pay a pound 
for Christmas poultry follow: tur- 
key, 45 to 50 cents; roasting chick- 
en, 45 to 48; geese, 35 to 38; ducks, 
28 to 29. 

The dealers told a Post-Dispatch 

reporter that the’ OPA price for- 
mulas have thrown the whole in- 
dustry into confusion. One of 
them said that all the wholesalers 
are probably violating the law un- 
intentionally because they can’t ob- 
tain a clear interpretation of the 
price orders. 
A point of puzzlement with St. 
Louis dealers is how the- maxi- 
mum price of ducks could have 
been fixed so much below that of 
geese. “Those fellows in Wash- 
ington must have heard only of 
Long Island ducks, which sell at 
an average of 5 cents a pound be- 
low the domestic brand,” one of 
the dealers commented. 

Oranges, always in lively de- 
mand during the holiday season, 
are relatively scarce here this year, 
and prices have increased in the 
last few weeks. Dealers said Cali- 
fornia oranges were 50 per cent 
higher than a year ago; Florida 
oranges are up about 35 per cent. 
They ‘attributed the situation to 
transportation difficulties and 
labor shortages. On the Monday 
before Christmas 24 carloads of 
oranges usually arrive in St. Louis; 
tomorrow dealers expect about 10 
cars.

Weldon Spring Ordnance Plant 
Receives Army and Navy E Award 


Token Pin Also Given to Representative of 
Employes at Ceremony in St. 


ro Charlies 


County. 


The Army-Navy E award for 
production achievement was pre- 
sented yesterday to the operators 
and employes of the Government- 
owned Weldon Spring Ordnance 
Works in St. Charles County by 
Lieut. Col. Carl R. Dutton, who 
was commanding officer of the 
reservation during construction of 
the explosives plant. Col. Dutton 
is now president of the Ordnance 
Board, Aberdeen, (Md.) Provifig 
Ground. 


Several hundred employes and 
guests shivered in a sleet storm 
during the ceremonies at the main 
entrance to the gray-green frame 
administration building of ‘the 
plant. A north wind whipped ice- 
coated flags of the United Nations 
which were ranged on either side 
of the speakers’ platform. 

Weldon Spring is one of three 
similar plants which were given 
the award simultaneously. The 
others are at Kankaee, Ill, and 
Chickasha, Ok. 

“The award which is made to 
you today is for service performed 
above and beyond the call of duty, 
but it is not a victory medal,” Col. 
Dutton said. “No thought of 
early victory must enter our minds 
to make us slacken our efforts; 
an ultimate victory must be that 
which completely and. finally an- 
nihilates our engmies, 

“Twenty-two months ago, when 
I stood on this same site, hardly a 
scratch had been made in this 
vast area which now constitutes 
the Weldon Spring Ordnance 
Works. Ten months after that 
date, due to the exceptional team- 
work and co-operation by all the 
agencies engaged in eonstructing 
and operating the plant, TNT be- 
gan coming from the end of the 
lines.” 

At the close of his address Col. 
Dutton, in behalf of Under Secre- 


tary of War Robert P. Patterson 
and Under Secretary of the Navy 
James V. Forrestal, presented the 


forked E pennant which was ac- 


cepted by Leland Lyon, president 
of the Atlas Powder Co., operator 
of the plant. 


A token presentation of E pins 
was made by Lieut. Com, Kenneth 
C. Huffman, commanding officer 
of the Naval Aviation Cadet Se- 
lection Board, to Robert D. Sheetz 
of St. Charles, an employe of the 
plant chosen by the other workers 
to represent them, 

Com. Huffman also presented 
lapel insignia to Lyon, and to 
seven employes representing di- 
visions of the plant. 


Other addresses were made by 
Col, T. C. Gerber, field director of 
ammunition plants in St. Louis; 
Maj. R. G. Nichols, commanding 
officer, and George I. Barnes, gen- 
eral. manager of the Weldon Spring

De Gaullists Say Many 
Are Taken by Violence 
and Without Notice to 
Their Families. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
Germany has abandoned the pre- 
tense of seeking French “volun- 
teers” to work in Germany since 
the invasion of unoccwpied France 
and has begun taking men by vi- 
olence, Fighting French headquar- 
ters here said today. 

Based on reports received from 


the “underground,” the Fighting 


French said the men, principally 
between 20 and 30 years old, were 
seized in large numbers and trans- 
ported to the Reich without notice 
and without opportunity to inform 
their families. 

The seizures are made in the in- 
dustrial centers of Eastern France, 
frequently while the men are at 
work. As many as 35 per cent of 
the total force at some industrial 
plants have been taken at one time, 
the reports said. 

So hard-pressed have the Nazis 
become for man power, the reports 
added, that they have gone into 
French prisons and taken thieves 
and murderers. 

While working in Germany is the 
ostensible purpose of the seizures, 
the Fighting French said, a second 
purpose is served by wiping out 
centers of anti-Nazi sentiment in 
French territory, as demonstrated 
by the fact that the men taken do 
not go immediately to jobs in Ger- 
many, but frequently spend weeks 
in German concentration camps. 

Railroad cars carrying the pris- 
oners to Germany have been found 
carrying the inscriptions “down 
with Laval—we are not volunteers 
—avenge us!” Frequent disturb- 
ances in railroad stations antong 
men being transported also have 
been reported. 


Paris Radio Reports Drastic De- 

crees Against Jews. 

LONDON, Dec. 19 (AP), — The 
Paris radio reported today that the 
French Commissariat of Jewish 
Affairs had announced drastic new 
anti-Semitic laws to be put into 
effect in Frande soon. Race in- 
stead of religion will be the basis 
of classification and 1,500,000 per- 
sons will be affected, it was said. ~ 

The provisions of the new meas- 
ures include the internment of all 
foreign Jews, denial of civil rights 
to all French Jews and the annul- 
ment of naturalization papers held 
by French Jews naturalized since 
August, 1925. The wearing of the 
star of Zion will be made oblig- 
atory and divorces between Jews 
and Ayrans will be facilitated, the 
radio broadcast said. 

Special measures will be taken 
for persons who were war casual- 
ties or who rendered extraordinary 
service to the nation, it was re- 
ported.

They were followed by 
Robert A. Lovett, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War for Air, and Maj. Gen.

smiles, remarked that he had 
promised to produce Rickenbacker 
as soon as the latter reached 
Washington, and had kept his 
promise. “Capt. Rickenbacker,” 
he ended, “the chair is yours.” 

The conference was unusual in 
that there was nothing off the 
record; and that no questions were 
asked. Rickenbacker talked with- 
out interruption for about 45 min- 
utes, and then was escorted away. 

He began by expressing grati- 
tude to the armed services and 
the press for their personal inter- 
est in his fortunes and for many 
courtesies shown to‘his family. He 
owed it particularly to the United 
States Navy, he said, that he was 
able to be present, and remarked 
on its unstinted efforts toward the 
rescue of his party, by’day and by 
night, for three weeks, 

“Our great misfortune was that 


we were unable to bring back one 
member of the party, a Polish boy 
-~who died at sea. Sergt. Reynolds is 
in a San Francisco hospital and 
should be well towards recovery 
in a week or so. (The references 
were to Staff Sergt. Alexander T. 
Kaczmarczyk and Staff Sergt. 
James T. Reynolds.) 

Capt. Adamson Still Very Sick, 

“Capt. Adamson (Capt. Hans C. 
Adamson) is still a very sick man. 
He had a bad time during the 21 
days of exposure. When we finally 
got to Samoa, he came down with 
a severe case of diabetes. There 
was no insulin on hand. At last 
we found a doctor who happened 


to be a diabetic himself, and who 
had some insulin. We saved Adam- 
son’s life, and then he contracted 
pneumonia, and was operated on 
for an abscess in the lung. I de- 
layed my return two days until 
he was able to travel, and brought 
him along to Washington. He is 
now in Walter Reed Hospital, and 
should be normal again in six 
weeks or two months. 

Rickenbacker recalled that he 
was or mission for Secretary 
Stims.n, and declared there was 
much he could not tell because it 
would reveal vital military secrets. 

“Tl went to Hawaii by Clipper,” 
he went on. “We were leaving at 
10:30 o’clock that night (Oct. 20), 
for our first destination. Just 
after we took off, the hydraulic 
system let go on the left, and the 
landing gear came near bringing 
down some of the buildings. We 
managed to get back to the field, 
and were told that another plane 
was available. We switched our 
baggage and equipment to this B-17 
(Flying Fortress) and made a sec- 
ond start at 1:30 o’clock in the 
morning. 

Fall to Sight Island. 

“I went to bed and slept soundly. 
I woke up at 6:30 and went into 
the cockpit. All was serene, and 
the ship was hurrying along beau- 
tifully. We were due to land at 
9:30. The hour came, and then 10 
o'clock and 10:30, and still he 
hadn't spotted the island we were 
bound for. 

“Naturally, I had begun to worry, 
and so had the pilot and navigator. 
We started calling for bearings, 
but the radio developed difficulties 
and it appeared that the compass 
had not been properly swung, as 
it was several degrees off. 

“I myself felt there had been 
more of a tailwind than the boys 
had thought, and that we had prob- 
ably overshot the mark. You must 
remember that we had no weather 
stations available—though that will 
be improved in the near future— 
and that we had to depend on 
forecasts. A tail wind of 10 miles 
an hour had been forecast. My 
suspicion was verified later when 
it proved that the following wind 
that day was about 30 knots.” 

“We couldn’t get bearings. One 
station gave us what it could and 
laid out a certain course, but we 
couldn’t get a crossfire on it. There 
was one unfortunate condition——” 

Here Rickenbacker broke off 
and murmured: “We'd better not 
aay Savas about that. Scratch 

t off.” 
All Get “Island Eyes.” 

Then he resumed: 

“We tried the old box method 
for locating something—an island 
or a ship. We got what is called 
‘island eyes.’ You think you see 
islands everywhere, Usually they 
are cloud shadows. In our anxiety, 
these mirages multiplied 10-fold. 
We didn't know where we were, 
and nobody else knew, either. 

“The gas was running low. To 
save it, we shut off the two outside 
motors and cruised on th» pair of 
inside ones.. Our last message 
stated that we had gas for one 
hour, For that solid hour the radio 
operator pounded out SOS. We 
dumped overboard mail, tools, bag- 
gage—everything that we, loose. In 
cir-"-~“stances like these, yo dis- 
cover that material things have 
v-ry little value.

Kept Watch Day and Night. 


“On the seventeenth day we saw. 


our first plane—a one-engine pon- 
toon job five miles away. It was 


difficult, but we had tried.to keep.

Japan’s Armistice Day Message. 


Some of the documents echo the 
long-vanished enthusiasms: of the 
first armistice day. Ironic among 
these is the congratulatory mes- 
sage of Japan’s Foreign Minister to 
Secretary of State Lansing: 

“Accept my heartiest and warm- 
est ‘congratulations on the tri- 
umphant conclusion of an armis- 
tice which we trust will lead to a 
peace, glorious for the forces of 
human civilization and fraught 
with happiness to the world... .” 

Contrasting with these are docu- 
ments which might have been 
written today. Nov. 8, 1918, Col 
House cabled the President: 

“Probably the greatest problem 
which will be presented to us upon 
the cessation of hostilities is the 
furnishing of food and other essen- 
tial supplies to the civilian popula- 
tions of Servia, Austria, Bohemia, 
Germany, Belgium and Northern 
France, This relief work, together 
with the reconstruction of devas- 
tated regions, will have to be done 
almost entirely through American 
effort and with the use of Amer- 
ican food, raw materials, and fin- 
ished products. Difficult questions 
of priority and the allocation of 
tonnage will be presented.” 

The two volumes will be followed 
by others covering all phases and 
problems of the peace conference, 
economic as well as political. Pub- 
lication of such documents at this 
time is justified, a State Depart- 
ment commentary asserts, by “the 
realization that any intelligent ap- 
proach to another worki settlement 
must take into consideration the 
errors and successes of the last.”

REA Steps In. 


About the same time Administras 
tor Harry Slattery of the Rural 
Electrification Administration, a 
veteran proponent of public pow- 
er, quietly let it be known . in 
Washington that the REA, through 
an electric co-operative, could ar- 
range for power to produce alum- 
inum in Arkansas. It would be 
public power, too, for he had his 
eye On the Grand River Dam, near 
Vinita, Ok., just beyond the west- 
ern boundary of Arkansas. This 
dam and power plant had been 
built by an Oklahoma State Au- 
thority with Federal funds, but its 
power output was being largely 
gobbled up by utility companies in 
Oklahoma at the very lowest 
price, generally known as a 
“dump” rate. 

It became known later that the 
utility companies then entering 
into negotiations which led to for- 
mation of the Southwestern Power 
Pool were counting also on the 
hydro power from Grand River. 

Somewhat out of the chronologi- 
‘cal order of this narrative, it may 
be noted here that the REA 
agency got the power. 


Negotiations of the utility group 
concerning supplying power for the 
aluminum plant continued  inter- 
mittently through the summer of 
1941. It was arinounced in June 
that one of several new aluminum 
plants would be built in Arkansas, 
at a site not then selected. The 
Defense Plant Corporation, a Gov- 
ernment agency, came on the 
scene as builder of the plants, It 
was to get the money from its par- 
ent, the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, which was under the 
supervision of Federal Loan Ad- 
ministrator Jesse Jones (also Sec- 
retary of Commerce), the Texas 
banker who calls all utility execu- 
tives of the Southwest by their 
first names. 


Roosevelt's Order. 


In the{ weeks which followed ne- 
gotiations lagged. President Moses 
of Arkansas Power & Light was 
busy rounding up other companies 
which were to join the power pool. 

Meanwhile an incident which 
brought the issue of the public 
versus private power to the fore 
was the order of President Roose- 
velt on Nov. 21, 1941, directing that 
the Federal Works Agency was to 
take over and operate the Grand 
River Dam project. This action 
was based on a default by the Ok- 
lahoma State Authority in payment 
on the Federal loan. Douglas G. 
Wright was sent by the FWA to 
operate Grand River. One of his 
first acts was to cancel the con- 
tracts under which utility corpora- 
tions purchased the bulk of the 
hydro power at low rates, Today 
the situation is reversed, as 
Wright buys large quantities of 
off-peak power from the utility 
companies in order to give a more 
constant character to the delivery 
of power by the Grand River 
project.

O cloistered scholar is the author

For this reason he cautions the serious 
reader to remember that with so many dif- 
ferent proposals ynder discussion the ad- 
vocates of one proposal have against them 
practically all who favor any other proposal. 
Plan No. 1, in order to win the debate, he 
writes, must overthrow a number of. other 
plans; each is in a free-for-all and there- 
fore fighting against odds.

150,000 Newcomers Absorbed — 
-. In St. Louis Area Population © 
Without Greatly Changing City 


the War. 


Shifts, With 50,000 Men Taken Into Armed 
Services in Last Two Years, to Pose Social 
and Economic Problems to Be Faced After 


CITY within a city—the 100,000 persons added in two years to 


the population of the St. Louis metropolitan area—already has 


swung into the normal ebb and flow of life. 


It is as if all the people of Little Rock, Ark., or Evansville, Ind., — 


or El Paso, Tex., had been moved over night into the area and soe 


completely absorbed that next day 


The Census Bureau estimates the 
gain at 97,000 in the civilian popu- 
lation, or 6.8 per cent, and com- 
ments that so extreme a change is 
due to migration rather than to 
the normal population trend. The 
estimate is based largely on sugar 
ration books issued in the area last 
spring, a method which the Bureau 
points out may tend to understate 
the amount of increase in a rap- 
idly growing area. 

Civilian population of the met- 
ropolitan area was 1,527,000 as of 
last May 1; the census of 1940 (as 
of April 1) recorded 1,430,000 civil- 
ian inhabitants in the area, which 
includes the city of St. Louis, St. 
Louis County, St, Charles County, 
Missouri, and the counties of St. 
Clair and Madison in Illinois. | 


100,000 Two-Year Gain. 


In this period there has been, of 
course, a large increase in the 
military population, not only be- 
cause of the two extensive army 
posts in the area but also because 
of large contingents of army and 
navy personnel assigned to special 
duties in the city of St. Louis and 
in other parts of the area. 

Assuming there is some under- 
statement in the estimate of in- 
crease, as suggested by the Census 
Bureau, it is possible the round 
figure of 100,000 fairly accurately 
represents the two-year gain in the 
civilian population, 

In view of the fact that approxi- 
mately 50,000 men have gone from 
this area into the armed forces, it 
is likely that nearly 150,000 new 
residents have come in from the 
outside, 

So great a mass movement of 
men, women and children could 
not take place without affecting in 
many ways the economic and social 
life of the community, creating 
some problems. It is notable, how- 
ever, that the newcomers have fit- 
ted so well into the pattern of life 
that they have not been conspicu- 
ous as a group; they have not 
changed the racial or sociological 
characteristics of the community. 
In a word, they are just like the 
people who were here before. 


Survey Made by WPA. 


Some light on why these many 
new residents have flowed so in- 
conspicuously into the current of 
community life comes from a sur- 
vey made a year ago by Works 
Progress Administration workers. 

From interviews with new resi- 
dents in all sections of the city of 
St. Louis it was found that 31 per 
cent (nearly one-third) had at 
some other time resided in St. 
Louis. They had come back to a 
community which once had been 
their home. 

It was significant also that 44 
per cent came from Missouri and 
17 per cent from Illinois, The 
state contributing the next largest 
percentage was Arkansas, with 5 
per cent. 

The average distance from 
which these new residents had 
come was 160 miles. It was appar- 
ent that in. very large proportion 
they had come from areas contigu- 
ous to the metropolitan district, 
which means that among the 69 
per cent who had not previously 
lived here there were many who 
did have close ties with the area, 
perhaps through relatives or on 
account of business or recreational 
associations. 

About 22 per cent came from 
farms and rural villages, 27 per 
cent from cities of 2500 to 25,000 
population, 13 per cent from cities 
of 25,000 to 100,000, and 27 per cent 
from cities of more than 100,000. 
It is obvious that those in the last 
category came from distances 
greater than the average of 160 
miles,

turing Co. (gun turrets for air- 
planes), and Curtiss-Wright Cor- 
poration (airplanes). 


Great War Speedup. 


The coming of actual war to the 
United States with Japan's Peari 
Harbor attack caused a great 
speeding up of war activities in 
this area. New contracts were 
awarded and existing ones were en- 
larged. Through 1942 the demand 
for skilled workers has been con- 
stantly expanding. 

A result has been substantial re- 
duction of unemployment. There 
were about 93,000 unemployed in 
the metropolitan’ area when the 
1940 census was taken; today the 
estimate of the Social Planning 
Council of St. Louis is 35,000, At 
the same time the number of gain-: 
fully employed hag increased to ap-. 
proximately 635,000 from about 
520,000 at the time of the census. 
Why not the complete elimina- 
tion of unemployment? This 
seems theoretically possible under 
the pressure of expanding business 
activity.

A Test of Our Wisdom. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Post-Dispatch editorial of Dec. 

8, entitled “Our Rioting Jap Guests,” 
contains enough truth and enough error 
and has implications of such importance 
that a supplementary statement seems to 

-be in order. 

After Pearl Harbor, there appeared to 
be real danger of Japanese attacks on 
our Pacific coast. Hence, as a defense 
measure, the Army removed 100,000 per- 
sons of Japanese birth or parentage from 
the danger zone. Those known to be ene- 
my agents were sent at once to concen- 
tration camps. At the other extreme, 5000 
Japanese-Americans, often called Nisei, 
have been inducted into the armed ser- 
vices and are said to be giving a good 
account of themselves. 

The rest were taken first to assembly 
eenters and from these to more perma- 
nent settlements called relocation cen- 
ters, It was recognized that many of 
these people were not only technically 
American citizens, but were actually 
quite loyal to this country. But in the 
emergency, there was not time to sep- 
arate them from the aliens and true ene- 
mies, That weeding is still going on. 

Some Nisei, after thorough Investiga- 
tion by the Army and FBI, have been 
released and more will doubtless be freed 
later. But others have chosen to remain 
in the relocation centers to be with rela- 
tives, or because they lack funds to go 
belsewhere, or to help the officials in 

dling the evacuees. 

Under these circumstances, it is not 
easy to know just what procedures will 
best serve our national purpose, We do 
not want to descend to the level of cruel- 
ty shown by the Japanese Government 
to American prisoners. We do want to 
deal fairly with the American citizens of 
Japanese ancestry who are truly loyal 
to this country. 

But we must protect ourselves against 
spies, saboteurs and enemy propagan- 
dists. Hence, our program is a compro- 
mise—rather hard on some Japanese- 
Americans and rather easy on sOme ene 
mies and doubtful characters. But this 
is not the work of “super-sentimental 
bureaucrats.” It is a difficult assign- 
ment in the hands of such people as are 
available for the task. 

The need of fair dealing with loyal 
Nisei is not merely oné of abstract jus- 
tice, but also one of holding their loyalty 

.and’ using their abilities in the job of 
winning the war. They can serve very 
concretely as interpreters—of language, 
customs and beliefs. They can spread 
propaganda for our side. They can help 
to manage the evacuees who are known 
enemies, those who are wavering and 
those whose real attitudes are unknown. 
Here is a valuable source of specialized 
man power. 

There is another very practical reason 
for proceeding with discrimination, Our 
real enemies in the centers are stirring 
up dissension and riots. If we fail to 
distinguish the loyal from the disloyal, 
we will drivé the wavering over to the 
side of the Axis; whereas, if we recog- 
nize those who are American in spirit 
and treat them accordingly, we can win 
them over to our cause. Failure to dis- 
criminate will provide more material for 
enemy propaganda abroad; success will 
add strength to our own propaganda. 

Here is an opportunity towhow the world 
the difference between democracy and 
tyranny. May we find the wisdom and 
courage to handle this very difficult sit- 
uation successfully.

The estimates make it possible to 
get an exact idea of the job of recruiting new work- 
ers and of filling the gaps left by those still to be 
called to the colors. es 

During our first year of war, the population ‘ac- 
tually gréw at a rate faster than at any other time 
in the last decade. The birth rate increased and 
the death rate fell off, so that there was an infcrease 
of 2,300,000, bringing the total up to 133,965,000. 

This is of great importance for the long run, since 
economists were worrying, even before the war, 
about the approaching day when our population 
would begin.to decline. Perhaps it was logical to 
expect the war to accelerate this pace, but we now 
know as a matter of fact that it has reversed it. 

However, there is little immediate comfort in this 
change. Inductions.and enlistments have more than 
offset the year’s gain, and the increases in the armed 
forces have, of course, been made at the expense 
of those age groups which are the backbone of the 
working population. 

Still, in the last year the number of our workers 
was increased by 2,200,000. This was due, in part, 
to the fact that the number of our unemployed was 
cut down to about 1,500,000—a figure which comes 
close to the irreducible minimum. Even more im- 
portant, the working population was increased by 
the entry of about 1,300,000 women into industry 
during the year. Another million new workers were 
recruited from boys between the ages of 14 and 19, 
and men 45 years or older. All these together more 
than offset the loss of about 2,600,000 men in the 
20-45 age group. 

Yet, while we now have a record working popu- 
lation, the country is in the midst of a man power 
crisis. The Army and the Navy will continue to call 
for men in the year ahead, and we will have to keep 
our labor force at least at the present level for the 
next 12 months if we are to give our soldiers and 
sailors the kind of support they need. There, in the 
specific terms of fhe Census Bureau, is the problem 
that Man Power Administrator McNutt Has on his 
hands. 

With 18- and 19-year-old youths being drafted, he 
can’t expect many young recruits for his army of 
workers. The fact that men between 38 and 45 are 
not to be inducted is not of much help, either, since 
virtually all of these are now employed. The “army 
of the jobless” of the depression years is now gone, 
and it is questionable if very many of the country’s 
29 million housewives can be brought to the assem- 
bly line. 

Thus, it becomes more clear than ever that the 
problem is largely one of the best possible utiliza- 
tion of those already employed. Labor pirating, job- 
swapping and other practices which waste precious 
man-hours become more dangerous than ever, and 
the future of non-essential industries is clouded, 
indeed, It’s going to be hard to find 10 million 
more men. Close to the limit of our man power 
reserve, we must henceforth bring it to bear’ where 
it can accomplish the -most for victory. 
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FIRE ON THE HEARTH. 

This is the time of year when people are most 
likely to re-read Washington Irving’s héart-warming 
description of Christmas festivities, or Dickens’ story 
of how the cricket saved good John Peerybingle from 
misjudging his young wife, and so their thoughts 
and their eyes turn naturally to the hearth. This 
is the time when—more than at any other—they 
want to have a roaring log fire on the andirons 
as a symbol of the warmth and the good will of

vacations for their officers. What they do can dilso

Examination of the practices of the dozen largest 
cities of the country shows that all of them—with 
the exception of St. Louis, Baltimore and Boston— 
grant their men one regular holiday in each week, 
or 52 in the year. Boston and Baltimore can hardly 
be counted as exceptions, since the former allows 45 
and the latter 50 regular days off each year, 

But St. Louis permits only a miserly 24. And 
these must be taken two at: a time, so that a police- 
man really gets only 12 periods off duty in a year. 
Indeed, at the discretion of his superiors, an afficer 
may have to take two of his off-periods in.a rdw, 
one at the end of one month and the other at the 
beginning of the next. So, actually, he may have 
waited two months before getting any time off, and 
may face another two months of duty before again 
getting a day of rest. 

As for vacations, these are granted as a matter 
of routine by 10 of the 12 cities. Only St. Louis 
and Baltimore proceed on the assumption that po- 
licemen are somehow different from the common 
run of the race and, therefore, can keep up to par 
without vacations. 

Elsewhere, vacations range in length from the 
26-day period allowed by Washington, D. C., 20 
days in Detroit and 19 days in New York to what 
seems to be the more or less generally accepted 
rule of 14 or 15 days. All these vacations, of course, 
are with full pay. 

The best thing a St. Louis policeman can hope 
for is a chance to work on his off-days until he has 
accumulated a week or so for a family trip into the 
Ozarks. But this is an uncertain business. His

WHY THE DRIVE ON BURMA IS- IMPORTANT. 

There are tremendous possibilities in the drive 
into Burma just launched by the British. Its suc- 
cess would mean: (1) ending the Japanese invasion 
threat against India; (2) reopening of China’s vital 
supply route, the Burma Road; (3) gaining of posi- 
tions for Allied attacks directly upon Japan and 
its supply lines to the Southwest Pacific. 

The fact that the British, not the Japs, took the 
initiative in Burma after the monsoon period ended 
is an encouraging sign. Another is the terrific 
British-American aerial bombardment against Jap 
positions that preceded the drive itself. All this in- 
dicates that the British have concentrated sizable 
forces in the area, and are prepared for an all-out 
attack. In addition, there are known to be many 
American soldiers and aerial units in India, ready 
for the zero hour that now seems to have come. 

Reopening of the Burma Road‘ would enable Chi- 
na to make more effective use of its vast man 
power, which has already accomplished prodigies 
against the Japs. It would permit the Allies to 
mass effective forces in China, and to use Chinese 
coastal airports for carrying the war directly to 
Japan’s shipyards and factory centers. They could 
also pour destruction upon the ships carrying sup- 
plies to Japan’s widely distributed forces in the 
Pacific islands. | 

To defeat the Japs by taking back island after 
island will mean.a long and bitter war. The pit- 
terness of the struggle to gain our present slender 
footholds in the Solomons and New Guinea proves 
that point. Carrying the war to Japan by the use 
of bases in China will not be easy, nor will it be 
easy to take the essential preliminary step, recap- 
ture of Burma. A drive from this direction offers 
hope, however, of a more direct route for striking 
down the deadly Oriental member of the Axis.

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SALUTE TO A VENERABLE BENCH, 

Anniversaries come too often these days for the 
notice of more than a select few. Belonging in that 
class is the 250th year of the Supreme Judicial Court 
of Massachusetts, the oldest judicial body in the 
United States. Founded in 1692, this ancient and 
honorable court has had a history which virtually 
parallels the entire experiment in self-government 
in America, 

In a review of its distinguished record, the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor points out that the court’s 
Judges in an early day made Massachusetts the first 
State to aholish slavery. To its credit are many 
pioneer rulings and precedents which are now the 
law of the land. It has produced a long line of 
outstanding jurists, headed by that great philosopher 
in the law, Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes Jr. 

As courts and members of the bar salute this 
venerable bench, it will be appropriate for them to 
recall that the first oath administered to its Judges 
in the old Bay Colony was a.plain, simple statement 
that the Judge would act in strict conformity with 
his {ndividual conscience in discharging his duties. 
There was no mumbo-jumbo, no legalisms, no baf- 
fling nomenclature. Not everything which has been 
added to the law in the intervening 250 years has 
been gain. 

‘When the United States Supreme Court first as- 
sembled in 1790, the Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts was rounding out its first century. A

SHIPS ARE BUILT IN THE MIDDLE WEST, TOO. 

With what was probably the most enormous 
splash that ever unsettled the placid Illinois River, 
a strange-looking craft was launched at Seneca the 
other ‘day. It was the first ocean-going tank land- 
ing ship (known as an LST) ever cénstructed in 
the Middle West. Details ef the LST are not dis- 
closed, but photographs indicated that it could carry 
@ goodly number of our biggest tanks for many a 
mile and through heavy seas, If the characteristics 
of the small early models that carried a few light 
tanks have been followed in this larger craft, it will 
be possible for the tanks to run ashore over a self- 
contained prow that can be lowered and used as a 
gangway between the craft and the shore. 

The Marineg had to take Tulagi in the Solomons 
without LSTs. And, as a British naval officer 
with duty on the Mediterranean remarked, “If we 
had had a few of those LSTs, Libya would have 
been ours long ago.” A spokesman for our Navy 
enthusiastically declared that the LSTs “are one 
of the méans of carrying the offensive of our splen- 
did armored divisions to enemy-held shores “wher- 
ever the United Nations’ strategy may require.

Jones’ Failures 


Record of hearings bears out criticisms of RFC head for not ob- 
taining critical wartime materials, publisher says; BEW 6 is getting 
them now, while Jones has only excuses to offer; in removing him 
from buying job, “President knew what he was doing,” writer says.

ESSE H. JONES, Secretary of Com- 

merce, Wednesday released to the press 

a letter addressed to me as editor and 
publisher of the Washington Post, with the 
notation that it had not been published. 


This letter was Mr. Jones’ reply to an 
editorial and news stories regarding a hear- 
ing before the Senate Banking Committee 
at which the Secretary, as chairman of the 
RFC, testified on a bill to increase its bor- 
rowing power by five billion dollars, 


As a result of this testimony, Sénator 
Danaher (Rep.) of Connecticut, stated after 
the hearing that he contemplated the intro- 
duction of an amendment to the bill giving 
back to Mr. Jones financial control of the 
Board of Economic Warfare, which is in 
charge of foreign buying of critical war 
materials. The President had taken this 
power away from Mr. Jones on April 13 
through a directive giving it to the BEW. 


The President took this step to get 
prompter action in securing for this country 
critical materials needed to fight and win 
a war. Mr. Jones had not provided them 
to the satisfaction of the President. 


BEW Is Getting Results, 


Under the direction of Vice-President Wal- 
lace and Milo Perkins, director, the BEW 
has gone after these materials in every cor- 
ner of the world. 


The prospect of putting this organization 
under Mr, Jones again was regarded by the

On mica, the fact is, as stated by Mr. Per- 
kins, that Mr. Jones had not, on April 13, 
1942, acquired a pound of block mica, which 
is absolutely necessary for radio condensers, 
airplane and tank magnetos and airplane 
spark plugs, Metal Reserves Co. had, prior to 
that date, purchased 581 tons of mica split- 
tings, which cannot be used for these vital 
military purposes. Mr, Jones states that 
in March, 1942, Metal Reserves Co. arranged 
to transport mica out of India by plane. 
He fails to explain that no mica moved out 
of India by air until! May 22, 1942, after the

Pro-German Sentiment. 


British and Soviet troops occu- 
pied Iran in order to assure a 
southern lend-lease route into Rus- 
sia and also to keep the Nazis 
from completing a half-built Tro- 
jan horse in this strategic land. 
But pro-German sentiment is still 
very strong among Iranians, while 
anti-Russian feeling is almost as 
pronounced in the opposite sense. 
For these reasons, it was abso- 
lutely essential to have an Ameri- 
can minister and American ex- 
perts in Teheran who could com- 
mand the confidence of the coun- 
try’s elite. To our great good 
fortune, this has proved to-be the 
case, 

Even so, Iran cannot be steered 
clear of food riots or a “bust up,” 
or many more headaches for the 
Allied high commands, by an 
American minister of unusual abil- 
ity or a few well-chosen American 
advisers. Iran is a typical chal- 
lenge to British-American states- 
manship and leadership. The key 
to American success in Teheran 
to date has been the fact that a 
handful of intelligent men have 
been working on the basis of “do- 
ing something for the Iranians as 
well as ourselves.”. In Teheran it 
is a common thing for Iranians to 
remark that they feel British pol- 
icy has all too rarely taken con- 
sideration of the interests of the 
country. Yet Iran, like so many 
small countries scattered around 
the globe under the shadow of 
war, is and will remain, a test- 
tube for British-American co-op- 
eration. 


Case of Airlines. 

Some months ago Pan-American 
airplanes extended their run from 
Cairo and Basra, on the Persian 
Gulf, up to Teheran. That greatly 
facilitated mail and other services 
into Russia, and there was room 
for many more passenger planes 
per week, in and out of Teheran, 
since British Overseas Airways 
were not able to handle more than 
a fraction of the demands. -Despite 
this fact, Pan-American soon 
pulled out of Teheran, and the ex- 
planation which we heard there on 
all sides was, “The British don't 
want Pan-American competition in 
Iran.” Since I left Teheran our 
Army Transport Corps, being in 
no sense a commercial enterprise, 
has resumed flights into the Irani- 
an capital. 

Some of the Pan-American boys 
who used te come into Teheran 
Were a pretty cocky lot. When the 
time came for them to choose be- 
tween going into the Army Trans- 
port Command or returning to 
other posts with Pan-American at 
home, on the testimony of an 
American woman who lives in 
Teheran, “Ninety per cent of them 
decided in favor of their pocket- 
books.” To the Britishers in Iran 
that looked pretty commercial- 
minded, too, 

American engineers are now in 
charge of the Iranian railroads by 
invitation of the Iranian Govern- 
ment. This development hag also 
provoked comment among some of 
those British representatives who 
are incurably commercial-minded. 
Commenting on this type of reac- 


tion, one American remarked sad- ° 


ly: “It’s too bad. This is no time 
to be worrying about post-war ad- 
vantages or business opportunities. 
The only thing any of us ought to 
be thinking about is winning the 
war, and along witb that, having 
these people as our friends after 
the war is over.” : 

To the blithe traveler (of which 
there are many more atill wan- 
dering around the map than you 
could vossibly imagine), Iran looks 
bright and smiling, and Teheran 
beckons as a half-Oriental, half- 
Occidental oasis in which to drown 
all care. But in reality Iran dem- 
onstrates what a tremendous lot 
of loyal and concentrated effort 
remains to be made, by ourselves 
and by the British.

Charles Taussig, American 
chairman of the British-American 
Caribbean Commission now in 
London, and King George, Prime 
Minister Churchill, the British War 
Cabinet and members of Parlia- 
ment lie behind announcements by 
the Commission that the Govern- 
ment of the. United Kingdom is 
preparing to spend six million 
pounds sterling (approximately 24 
million dollars) for a public works 
and unemployment program in 
Trinidad, Jamaica, Saint Lucia 
and all other islands in the British 
West Indies. 

This joint announcement by 
Taussig and British Chairman Sir 
Frank Stockdale is the most 
forceful and promising step Great 
Britain yet has taken toward 
meeting the ancient problem grow- 
ing out of the lopsided Caribbean 
economy of’ eating what it does 
not grow and growing what it does 
not eat, 

As an emergency measure for 
teasing some of the hardships im- 
posed by shipping restrictions, 
this British-Colonial allotment of 
6 million pounds is the answer to 
immediate problems requiring 
quick action. 4 
Entire Problem Tackled. 

Backed by constant study and 
personal visits following the Com- 
mission’s formation last March, 
both cochairmen are tackling the 
whole Caribbean problem with em- 
phasis on improving the food sup- 
ply by increased subsistence farm- 
ing, the formation of a schooner 
pool for interisland trade develop- 
ment, encouragement of the local 
fishing industry and _ increased 
medical and educational attention. 

Washington and London are 
fully united on their individual and 
overlapping policies toward the 
Caribbean. 

Construction of American lend- 
lease bases at British Guiana, 
Trinidad, Saint Lucia, Antigua and 
Jamaica have produced the inevit- 
able temporary disruption of local 
economies by drawing away agri- 
cultural workers for higher wages 
with American contractors, but 
in the long view, has given great 
impetus in both Washington and 
London to what amounts to a mu- 
tual assistance policy. Puerto 
Rico’s over-population has its 
counterpart in Trinidad; St. 
Thomas’ one-crop economy has its 
counterpart in Saint Lucia. 

U. S. Interests Affected. 

Taussig summed it up here when 
he said both Governments were in 
complete accord on their mutual 
interests in making the islands 
more self-sustaining and getting 
away from one-sided import. econ-

Settled down in their lend-lease 
bases for 99 years, the Americans 
in the British West Indies are

An orderly-room 
was set up, aides were picked, 
deck officers appointed, and ship’s 
regulations mimeographed and dis- 
tributed. 

The troops were warned about 
smoking or using flashlights on 
deck at night, and against throw- 
ing cigarettes or orange peels 
overboard. It seems a submarine 
commander can spot a convoy, 
hours after it has passed by such 
floating debris, 

The warning didn’t seem _ to 
make much impression at first. 
Soldiers threw stuff overboard, 
and one night a nurse came on 
deck with a brilliant flashlight 
guiding her. An officer near me 
bellowed: “Put out that light, you 
blankety blank-blank! Haven't 
you got any sense at all?” 

Ship Blacked Out. 

The ship, of course, was entirely 
blacked out. All entrances to the 
deck were shielded with twd sets 
of heavy black curtains, All ports 
were painted black and were 
ordered képt closed, but some 
people did open them in the day- 
time. 

In the holds below, the ports 
were opened for short periods 
each day, to air the ship. The 
theory of keeping most of them 
closed in daytime is that if a 
torpedo hits with the ports open, 
enough water could rush in to 
sink her immediately if she listed. 

Eyerybody had a life preserver, 
and had to carry it constantly. 
They were of a new type, rather 
like two small pillows tied to- 
gether. You put your head between 
them, pulled them down over your 
shoulders and chest, and tied them 
there. We merely slung them 
over our shoulders for carrying. 
They were immediately nicknamed 
“sandbags.” 

After the second day we were 
ordered to wear our web pistol 
belts, with water canteen attached. 
Even going to the dining-room you 
had to take your life presérver and 
your water canteen,

CHUNGKING, Dec. 19. 
ENERALISSIMO CHIANG 
KAI-SHEK’S new order for 
limitation of prices and wages 

throughout China and the prohibi- 
tion of black market transactions, 
is the most drastic measure so far 
taken to check inflation in this 
country. 

The level at which prices are 
fixed—that of Nov. 30, 1942—is 
many times the 1937 index and was 
headed for still greater heights 
when the Generalissimo’s order was 
announced. It was evident that a 
strong policy had to be adopted to 
prevent the economic situation 
from getting out of control. The 
problem of enforcing such an or- 
der in a country as decentralized 
as China is obviously difficult and 
observers are watching with inter- 
est the effects of Gen, Chiang’s 
proclamation. 

After Jan. 15, 1943, when the or- 
der becomes effective, officials and 
citizens failing to carry out the 
new regulations will be subject to 
court-martial and severe punish- 
ment. 

Problems Growing. 

China’s financial and economic 
difficulties have steadily grown in 
severity since the outbreak of war 
in 1937 and have become especially 
complicated since the severance of 


‘{supply lines from the outside world. 


From time to time, the Govern- 
ment has taken steps to check 
hoarding, profiteering and skyrock- 
eting prices. 

In 1940, the Mayor of Chengtu, 


capital of Szechuan Province, was} 


executed for hoarding as an ex- 
ample to the nation. In recent 
weeks there have been several 
notable casés of prosecution for 
hoarding and illegal fimancial prac- 
tices, 

Rising prices have been accom- 
panied by an almost parallel in- 
crease in wages though the salar- 
ies of middle-class workers, gov- 
ernment officials and teachers 
have been raised only slightly, 
with the result that they have suf- 
fered more than any other section 
of the population. While this ele- 
ment consists of no more than 10 
per cent of the population, it forms 
the backbone of China’s leader- 
ship. Subsidies of rice and es- 
sential commodities have been ex- 
tended to many of these white- 
collar workers, but this _ relief 
measure has only partially solved 
their difficulties. 

Harvest Is Fair. 

Except in the Honan famine re- 
gion, crops throughout free China 
are generally fair and there is 
enough food for all if the prob- 


‘lemg of distribution and price con- 


trol can be overcome, The peas- 
ant masses who make up 80 per 
cent of China’s population, for the 
most part-are no worse off—and 
in some cases better off—than be- 
fore the war except in those areas

The latest news from Hungary 
reveals that a number of leading 
personalities there are now voic- 
ing in no uncertain words their 
repudiation of the Nazi philosophy 
and its political consequences. As 
in Norway and Germany itself, 
church leaders head these anti- 
Axis demonstrations. 

Speaking in Budapest last Sun- 
day before the Catholic Associa- 
tion, Hungary’s primate, Cardinal 
Szredi, declared that the church 
regarded freedom as dne of the 
most priceless rights of mankind. 
The Car violently attacked 
the hostage system, which the 
church emphatically rejects, ag it 
involves avenging crimes on inno- 
cent persons. 

Raising his; voice, the primate 
added that the church did not rec- 
ognize and protect merely the free- 
dom of individuals regardless of 
their race, birth and property but 
also the freedom of states. Accord- 
ing to Budapest dispatches, the 
Cardinal’s words found a “deep 
echo” in the Hungarian public, 
Pamphlet Is Sensation. 

For several weeks now similar 
utterances directly opposing Nazi 
principles have been coming from 
the tongues and pens of leading 
Hungarians. Something of a sen- 
sation was caused by a pamphlet 
published a few weeks ago by the 
world renowned Hungarian dram- 
atist and essayist, Alexander Marai. 
In the pamphlet Marai tried to 
lessen the hate bred by the war and 
appealed for collaboration of all 
the nations of Europe in building 
a better world after the war. 

Marai left no doubt as to. the 
sort of better world he meant. The 
general trend of his pamphlet is 
best indicated by the fact that it 
was stfongly criticised by the Hun- 
garian Nazi party on the grounds 
that the author obviously was too 
much under the influence of the 
“West.” : 

Recent official Hungarian utter- 
ances have followed the same lines. 

A few weeks back Premier Nich- 
olas Kallay, in a speech to the 
Budapest Parliament, solemnly an- 
nounced his refusal.to worsen the 
lot of Hungarian Jews. Today 
come reports of Hungarian Defense 
Minister Gen Nagy’s latest speech 
in which he declared that Hun- 
gary’s “defensive” war against Bol- 
shevism had as its only objective 
the “protection of the Christian 
moral order.” This aim, he added, 
determined the extent of Hungary’s 
contribution to the war effort and 
its relations with other states. 

Along similar lines was the tre- 
mendous emphasis placed by Pre- 
mier Kallay in the Budapest Par- 
liament last Wednesday on the 
need to preserve at all costs Hun- 
garian independence. 

Break Unlikely at Present. 

Experts on. Hungarian affairs 
here point out that it would be a 
mistake to read in these utter- 
ances any wish on the part of 
Hungary to break with the Axis 
at this stage of the war. For the

Apart from this, the immediate . 
war aim of Hungary not only does 
not share any Axis aspirations but . 
definitely repudiates them. The 
Hungarians are thoroughly dis- . 
gusted by the treatment of the 
Poles, with whom they have alk . 
ways sympathized, and by the per- 
secution of the Jews. Probably 
more Poles have found refuge in . 
Hungary than in any other Euro 
pean country. 

Under extreme Nazi pressure, - 
Hungary has had to introduce. 
anti-Jewish measures, but it seems . 
from Budapest reports that most 
of these remain “paper measures” 
only. 

Following Own Line. 

So far as the future of Europe 
is concerned, Hungary definitely 
repudiates the Nazi Lebensraum 
theory. It prizes too greatly its 
complete independence, and the 
Nazis have made it quite clear 
that their new Europe would be 
based on Axis hegemony. 

In this sense Hungary is much . 
more behind the Allies’ than the 
Nazis’ peace aims, although Brit- 
ish Foreigw Secretary Anthony 
Eden’s recent statement suggest- . 
ing an arms monopoly by the four 
great powers, including Russia, 
filled the Hungarians with misgiv- ° 
ings. Above all, the Hungarians 
would like to see Poland re 
instated. 


With these feelings and aspira- 
tions, Hungary today may be said 
to belong to neither belligerent 
camp. It is following a line of its 
own, relying increasingly on its 
own resources. Certainly, the over- 
whelming majority of the Hun- 
garians place the interest. of.their 
country before that partnership of . 
which Hungary is but a very 
junior member.

HERE are today strong organized, independent labor move- 
ments in Cuba, Mexico, Chile and Argentina. Labor is gaining 
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publics there are smaller groups of men and women who are laying 
the foundations, against great odds, of trade unionism. 


These countries usually have 
more than one central national 
confederation. But the strongest 
of each of these confederations 
have joined together to set up the 
Confederation of Latin American 


Workers, which was established in 
1938. Altogether, there are between 
two million and two and a quarter 
million workers organized through- 
out Latin America, with the strong- 
est unions in transportation, min- 
ing, textiles, civil service, retail 
merchandising, food processing and 
handling, and electric light and 
power. : 


Reasons for Slowness. 

The trade union movement in 
Latin America has grown at @ 
slower pace than in the United 
States because industry in those 
countries has developed much more 
lowly than in this country; but in 
spite of the differences in num- 
bers, in methods of organization, in 
psychology, in living standards, in 
language, in history, the Latin 
American. workers are essentially 
like workers all over the American 
continent. They are concerned 
with better working conditions, 
higher standards of living, civil 
‘liberty, economic and political in- 
dependence for their countries, 
housing, ¢ducation and the right 
of organization. 

The United States is an indus- 
tria! nation which requires, in nor- 
mal times, foreign outlets for a 
part of its manufactured products. 
There are in Latin America over 
130 million potential consumers. I 
say “potential” because when we 
look closely at the present stand- 
ards of wages and of living in 
those countries, we know that 
nine-tenths of those 130 ‘ million 
people cannot obtain the things 
which we have come to regard as 
essential to decent living. 


Brakes On Progress. 

Let us look at some gamples. The 
civil service employes of one large 
capital are making $40 a month 
and that is good pay. Railroad 
workers are generally the best 
paid; in one country track hands 
earn around $25 a month; in an- 
other, 25 cents a day; in another, 
around $3 a week. Entire families 
occupied in homework of various 
descriptions may have incomes 
varying from $2 to $5 a week, or 
about what, the Mexican pecan 
shellers in this country were being 
paid two years ago. 

In terms of living standards, 
these incomes mean that there is 
@ permanent brake on the progress 
of all the Americas. How this 
brake operates is shown by the 
small incidents of everyday life, 
like this one. I stood in a sta- 
tionery store in one South Amer- 
ican country not long ago watch- 
ing a 10-year-old girl buying school 
supplies. She bought two pencils, 
a pad of paper, a small wooden 
triangle, an eraser and a bottle of 
ink. The price she paid for these 
articles amounted to four days’ 
wages in a textile mill in that 
eountry, or three days’ wages on 
road construction, or a week's 
‘wages for farm labor. 

Since the outbreak of war, these 
low standards have been even 
more depressed by the rising cost 
of living Unemployment has hit 
many industries, especially tex- 
tiles, shipping, and small con- 
sumers goods manufacttres. This 
dislocation will be difficult to cor- 
rect after the war, and it will 
make it even less possible for the 
bulk of the Latin American peoples 
to become real buyers of goods 
‘and services. 

There is a second economic fac- 
tor of fundamental importance to 
the people of all the Americas. 
This factor is the growing ten- 
dency to set up an inter-American 
economy of restricted ,production, 
limited consumption and high 
prices. A notable case of this is 
coffee. Another is sugar. Stan- 
dards of living in the United 
States will be affected in: the post- 
war period if this trend is not 
reversed. 

Moreover, it is clear that a great- 
er degree of industrialization must 
be attained in Latin America if 
living standards are to rise. But, 
as American workers well Know, 

may 
prove to be the source of new ills. 
Will this be the industriglization 
of areas in which labor’is per- 
manently depressed? Will this in- 
dustrialization open the flood gates 
of the reservoirs of millions of il- 
literate peasants who will. ex 
change the peonage of the soil for 
that of the mill? The textile work- 
ers of New England know what 
happened after the last war with

their mills seek the comparative 
advantage of still lowe? wages in 
South America. 

There is another economic prob- 
lem which stands with one foot 
in the war and one in the post- 
war. That problem is the mobiliza- 
tion of man power. 

The United States has recently 
imported 3000 Mexican farm work- 
ers. If the war goes on much 
longer, this country will need thou- 
sands more of these workers for 
its farms, the mills and the mines. 
In fact, man power mobilization of 
sorts on a continental scale has 
already started. Workers from 
Peru, Ecuador and the West In- 
dies have been moved to Panama. 
Bolivian workers are migrating to 
Argentina. The suggestion has 
been made that Cuban workers in 
large numbers be brought to this 
country. 


Of Concern to All. 

Now, these workers are willing, 
even anxious, to do all they can 
to make American production roll 
along. But, assuming that hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers can 
be mobilized and put where they 
are most needed, it is necessary 
to keep in mind two vital condi- 
tions: one, that American working 
conditions must be maintained; 
and, two, that some day these peo- 
ple must go back to their own 
countries. Unless man power mo- 
bilization for’ the war is ‘accom- 
panied by planning for economic 
expansion for the peace, there is a 
real danger that we will send 
these armies of workers back to 
blighted areas where social unrest 
will stalk for years to come. 

From the standpoint of organ- 
ized labor in the United States, de- 
cent labor. and living standards 
are a matter. of concern for’ the 
workers of al] the Americas. Amer- 
ican workers cannot live, without 
danger to their own freedom, in a 
continent where other workers are 
only partly free, or not free at all. 
The workers of this country under- 
stand now that the bacteria of 
fascism breed poverty, repression 
and the foul air of social inequal- 
ities. 

Poverty, repression and social 
inequalities explain the fact that 
today the most efficient, active and 
dangerous propaganda and espion- 
age machine on the American con- 
tinent is working on our southern 
flank. The agents of this Axis ma- 
chine are blaming the United 
States for everything—for the in- 
crease in the cost of living, for 
the lack of industrial equipment, 
for unemployment, for the dispos- 
session of small farmers which is 
going on in some parts of the 
hemisphere. They are saying, 
through efficient underground 
channels as well as openly, where 
they dare, that the Good Neighbor 
policy is merely a front for a 


wholesale invasion of Latin Amer-| 
Jica by American Jews. 


ted Grievances. 
This propaganda, which finds 
powerful support among home- 


grown Fascists, is spread among 


the masses which have réal griev- 
ances in the matter of economic 
and social opportunities. I want 
to tell you emphatically that in 
spite of the unquestioned loyalty 
of the Latin American workers to 
the cause of the United Nations; 
in spite of the fact that these 
workers have been waging politi- 
eal war against the Nazis for 10 
years; in spite of this, those griev- 
ances are there, deep under the 
surface, but still very much there. 

And I don't know how long they 
will stay silent, or how long they 
will stay beneath the surface. Cer- 
tainly the symptoms of the last 
few months cannot be _ ignored. 
Strikes have broken out spontane- 
ously in important industries. Food 
scarcities have provoked popular 
demonstrations. The protest of 
millions of people against exhor- 
bitant increases in the cost of liv- 
ing is welling up throughout the 
Americas. Workers are migrating 
because of low pay in spite of ris- 
ing profits from war contracts. 
They are protesting against racial 
discrimination, a discrimination 
which is practiced in some in- 
stances by American organized la- 


bor itself,

“The council would have its own 
genesal staff, which would prepare 
plans for the application of co- 
ercive measures. 

“National armaments: would be 
drastically reduced, being fixed by 
two sets of requirements: those of 
internal policing and those of in- 
ternational peace and order. . 

“The small nations would be re- 
stricted to their needs of internal 
policing. The great powers, in 
addition, would be permitted and 
obligated to raise and equip a part 
of the collective military force. 
Each of the national contingents 
would be subject at any time .to 
call by the council. The latter 
would presumably be authorized, 
in any case of international dis- 
Order or threatened disorder, to 
delegate the task of keeping the 
peace to one or more of the na- 
tions directly interested. 

‘In the Western Hemisphere, 
for example, the United States, 
acting with and through its inter- 
American’ system, would always 
bear the primary responsibility. 
The international force might be 
mustered, when necessary, for the 
execution of arbitral awards and 
judicial decisions. 

“To prevent national rearma- 
ment beyond the limits fixed by 
the council, the latter would be 
empowered to license the manu- 
facture of and trade in arms, mu- 
nitions and military supplies. In 
addition, the council would have 
the right to make inspections and 
arrests. War as an instrument of 
national policy would be prohib- 
ited, 

“This association would rest on 
a contractual rather than a con- 
stitutional basis, but its establish- 
ment might require the amend- 
meht of some national constitu- 
tions, including our own. It is 
not proposed to discard all provi- 
sions of the League Covenant. 
Most of them, with some revision, 
could be included in the new pact.” 

Sample Summary. 

Millspaugh gives the nine prin- 
cipal arguments of the advocates 
of such an association and eight 
principal arguments against it. 
These can be summarized as fol- 
lows: : 

For the association: | 

1. This proposed organization 
would be much tighter and rest on 
clearer contractual. obligations 
than the League of Nations. 

2. It would recognize the essen- 
tial role of force in the preserva- 
tion of. peace and would limit na- 
tional sovereignty to the greatest 
extent now practicable. It would 
intentionally fall short of a world- 
state or a super-government. 

8. The ideal of an international 
military organization has received 
many reputable indqrsements— 
Presidents Theodore Roosevelt and 
Taft were American advocates as 
far back ag 1910, 

4. There are precedents for an 
international police force—by coali- 
tions in the Napoleonic Wars, in 
China during the Boxer rebellion 
and:in the armies of occupation of 
the first World War. The United 
States, Great Britain, Russia and 
China could reduce their own 
armaments; France, Germany, 
Italy and Japan could later be ad- 
mitted into this arrangement, thus 
opening the way for the smooth 
evolution of a really effective in- 
ternationa] association. 

5. This association would have 
better means than the League to 
represent and create public 
opinion. Popular election of as- 
sembly members is not practicable 
but election by national legislatures 
would bring the assembly closer 
to the parties and pressure groups 
of the various nations. The as- 
sembly would be lesg diplomatic 
and more popular. ; 

6. By discarding the principles 
of equality and unanimity and 
making the assembly more repre- 
sentative, a better chance would 
be offered for international legis- 
lation, for rounding out the legal 
order and for peaceful change. 
Compulsory judicial settlement of 
disputes and an effective execu- 
tive department, following an arm- 
istice dictated by nations opposed 
to militarism, would insure the 
requisite limitation of armament 
and thus further facilitate the task 
of keeping order. The League of 
Nations proved.that preparation 
for aggression cannot be stopped 
by an international debating so- 
ciety composed of pacifist govern- 
ments, ® 

7. Equipped for prompt and ef- 
fective action, this association 
would be formidable enough to de- 
ter any potential aggressor. By

8. The plan would provide an in- 
ternally consistent and reasonably 
adequate method of employing col- 
lective power for the prevention of 
war. In the international sphere 
only collective authority can be 
permitted to use force. The idea 
would be to eliminate a threat of 
war at the outset in the way a fire 
department puts out a fire. The 
proposal would not exclude eco- 
nomic and financial sanctions but 
hold that they cannot supersede or 
even precede the employment of 
armed force, 

9. The role to be played by the 
great powers would contribute 
strength and decisiveness while re- 
specting the principles of democ- 
racy so far as those principles can 
be applied to an international 
system. 

Arguments Against, 

Against the association: 

1, For maintaining the peace, 
the proposed organization would 
actually be no “stronger” than the 
League of Nations, which had ade- 
quate power at its disposal, The 
League had military preponder- 
ance and the Covenant did not 
prohibit the mobilization of an in- 
ternational force. 


2. Problems of an international 
force are political ag well as tech- 
hical. The association would be 
another framework for backstage 
bargaining, balances of power and 
imperialisms, There would be a 
definite risk that its military func 
tions might be manipulated in the 
interest of some dictatorial power 
like Germany or Japan or a com- 
bination of such powers. 

8. Should the council be com- 
posed of the United States, Great 
Britain, Germany, Russia, France, 
Italy, China and Japan—four Axis 
nations—France, Germany, Italy 
and Japan—could produce a tie 
vote. If Russia joined this group, 
the United States, Great Britain 
and China would be in the minor.

gained approximately 18 per cent. 
The gain in St, Charles County, lo- 
cation of the Weldon Spring Ord- 
nance Plant, has been about 15 per 
cent. 

Retail business, of course, was 
stimulated by so large an increase 
in population, accompanied by an 
even greater increase in employ- 
ment. For the greater part of 1942 
sales of the St. Louis department 
stores in dollar volume were about 
9 per cent greater than in the 
corresponding period last year, but 
most recent reportg show this rise 
has been checked. 


Mass Transportation Problem, 


Mass transportation has become 
a major problem. For the year 
1941, before the effect of tire ra- 
tioning, business of the Public 
Service Co. increased 14 per cent 
as compared with 1940. This year 
tire rationing and now gasoline ra- 
tioning have thrown an added load 
on the transportation system far 
out of proportion to the increase 
of population and employment. 

A social factor is the large in- 
crease in the number of women 
gainfully employed: Although ex- 
act figures are not available it is 
evident that toalarge extent wom- 
en have replaced the 50,000 men 
who have joined the armed serv- 
ices. The net gain in number of 
employed exceedg the total popu- 
lation gain. 

Although this rise in population 
has not caused any conspicuous 
social disturbance it nevertheless 
has created social problems. The 
employment rise has lessened the 
direct relief burden, but the in- 
creasing employment of women 
has taken mothers out of homes. 
One of the problems of social 
agencies is the care of children of 
employed mothers, 

There has been a notable in- 
crease, too, in juvenile delinquen- 
cy. . Public school authorities in 
sections where the new population 
is most concentrated have a prob- 
lem. . The provision of essential 
community services such as water, 
sewers, highways, police and fire 
protection has placed a burden on 
the authorities in many sections. 


Political Strength, 


There is no evidence as yet that 
the new population materially 
changes the relative political party 
strength. Results of the general 
election last month and the St. 
Louis city election of 1941 show 
that independent voters still are a 
powerful factor, particularly in the 
City of St. Louis and in St. Louis 
County. 

The population increase in the 
St. Louis metropolitan area, al- 
though large, is far less than in 
some other areas. For San Diego, 
Cal., the increase was 35 per cent; 
Washington, D. C., 25 per cent; 
Wichita, Kan., 24 per cent; Detroit, 
14 per cent. Large increases also 
were found in many smaller. in- 
dustrial communities. 

These population shifts in St. 
Louis and elsewhere will present 
=e problems when the war 
ends.

Secretary Wickard, Head of Nation's Food Program, 
Likes Nothing Better Than to Slip Back Home 
And Work on Farm—Wife a Charming Person. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. 
ECRETARY CLAUDE R. 
WICKARD, the nation’s food 
boss, tries out the new wrinkles 

in his program on his own family, 
either at their Indiana farm or 
their capital dinner table. 

If more hog production is called 
for, the down-to-earth secretary 


sends word to his college student 


daughter, Ann, who helps him run 
their 380-acre place near Camden 
by remote control. And the Wick- 
ar’s raise more hogs. 

When dehydrated foods seem in- 
dicated for troops and Allies over- 
seas, the Agriculture Department 
head takes home dried soups, pork, 
eggs and the like, and capable 
Lauise Wickard cooks them’ for 
him with excellent results, 

Even capital society plays guinea 
pig for him. The other night at a 
formal dinner, guests enjoyed a 
savory soup, afterward learned 
it had been dehydrated, Their 
Cabinet member host even had the 
maid bring in the commercial 
package so they could see what 
they had eaten. Samples of dehy- 
drated egg whites, egg yolks and 
mixed whites and yolks also were 
shown the company. An angel food 
cake made from the whites would 
foo] anybody, the Secretary said. 

Forty-nine-year-old Secretary 
Wickard, whom the President has 
charged with “full responsibility 
and control over the nation’s food 
program,” likes nothing better 
than to slip back home with his 
wife to the Indiana farm his great 
grandfather settled in 1840. He 
pulls on faded blue overalls, heavy 
shoes and a favorite cap with ear 
flaps and goes to work. Such trips 
have become infrequent’ since 
Pearl Harbor, but when they oc- 
cur, he returns chock full of ideas. 

Early this month, he sneaked 
part of a Saturday and Sunday 
at the farm while on a speaking 
trip in that region. With a party 
line, it didn’t take long for the 
news to get around and when he 
went to town for oil meal, it took 
him two hours to get away from 
the crowd that had congregated. 

“How about that. new hog wa- 
ter?” one neighbor wanted to 
know, 

“How are we going to harvest 
soybeans?” another queried. 

“I think we can run our trucks 
all right with the gasoline ration- 
ing,” a neighbor predicted. 

When Wickard got back to 
Washington, he had some per- 
sonal-experience ammunition on 
the farm problem for his col- 
leagues, A new corn picker simply 
can’t be bought, he related, and 
the neighbor who had brought his 
over to get in the Wickard crop 
before couldn’t do it this year. 
Farmer Wickard had some bad 
moments wondering if his corn 
was just going to stand there--and 
wished hard that he hadn’t junked 
his old picker—at least not until 
he could have shown the ration 
board its awful condition. But 
some sort of exchange with an- 
other neighbor finally had saved 
the day. 

The Secretary didn’t have to 
read somebody's report to find out 
about the farm labor shortage 
either, He’s still telling about. his 
astonishment when he needed a 
farm hand and the employment 
agency sent out one who charged 
50 cents an hour. Wickard never 
had paid hands by the hour be- 
fore, but he had to have some- 
body, so... It’s the labor short- 
age ‘too which led to 20-year-old 
Ann's supervising the farm under 
her father’s direction during va-

I 
learned to drive a tractor. We 
tried to help out in the Red Cross 
drives over those awful roads. I 
can. stil] remember the first bread 
I baked with dark flour we all had 
to learn to use. 

“During the first war I remem- 
ber my husband spreading can- 


vases under the threshing machine 


to save every useful bushel of 
grain that he could. We raised 
more vegetables and canned more 
than ever before. We picked up 
potatoes until it seemed our backs 
would break. We knitted sweat- 
ers. We learhed to use molasses 
and corn syrup instead of sugar.” 

Discussing the farm labor short- 
age then and now, she explained 
that it hag resulted in her daugh- 
ter’s supervision of the family 
farm.

By Nazis for More Than Two Years, 
Tells How a Text Became Evidence 
Against Her—They Said It Was Code.

_ CAIRO, Egypt, Dec. 19 (AP). 
INCE my girlhood, I have al- 
§ ways turned to the Gospel in 
hours of tribulation. 

I have often found solace and 
guidance by opening my Testa- 
ment at random, letting my eyes 
fall as they would upon any text. 


If I have pen or pencil at hand, I 


mark these texts so I can treasure 
them. In this way, at one of the 
most dangerous moments of my 
life, I found strength and com- 
fort but at the same time, through 
German misunderstanding, my act 
nearly resulted in my being exe- 
cuted as a spy. , 

For, one such text actually be- 
came evidence for the Gestapo 
against me. They considered it to 
be a sort of secret code. But let 
me tell the story from the begin- 
ning: : 

When the first bombs: fell on 
Brussels that fateful morning in 
May, 1940, they created a tremen- 
dous problem for our small staff 
in Belgium. I was ably seconded 
at Brussels by Maj. Cohen, a Dutch 
Jew, who not only served nobly 
while I was there, but also carried 
on even under the Nazi occupation 
after my detention, I learned 
since that he hag died. 


Maj. Cohen and I loved Belgium. 
The immediate question when the 
attack came was what we might 
do to help the people suffering 
under the first swift impact of 
war. 

We prayed, asking God to guide 
us, and I also consulted my Gospel 
for a text. 

I found it (Luke 24:36) as fol- 
lows: “. .. Jesus Himself stood in 
the midst of them and saith unto 
them, be unto you.”

I had my fountain pen with me 
and marked the text. We were 
almost immediately arrested by a 
German patrol, marched off to 
headquarters, questioned briefly 
and turned over to the police to 
be held as spy suspects. 


The Germans were furious to 
find someone with a British pass- 
port behind their lines. Gestapo 
examination turned up the marked 
passage in the Testament and those 
men seemed sure that this was 
intended as a code message. 

I sought to convince them that 
this was not so and told them to 
go to Brussels, find my own Bible, 
and see all the underlinings in it. 

They also found my handbag,

origin, there was no word with 
which to Gesignate the collective 
letters, dispatches, parcels and 
other articles carried and distrib- 
uted by the postman. It was only 
natural, then, to call this postal 
matter by the name of the pouch 
in which it was transported, 


The postage stamp got its curi- 
ous name from the fact that in 
the early days of mail service the 
amount of' postage was stamped 
or imprinted on the wrappers of 
letters or parcels, The adhesive 
stamp was not used in the United 
States until 1847. 


The postoffice has long been 
the butt of sl Seenitha and per- 
haps not without reason. But 
imagine using postoffice pens in 
the days when they were made by 
hand from quills or wing feathers. 
It is interesting to note that the 
word pen, from the Middle Eng- 
lish and old French penne, from 


the Latin penna, means “feather; 
ae Roory few modern French, the 
word for ting pen in plume, 
which also means plume, or 
feather, as in English.

THE WORD PENCIL is from 
the Latin meaning “a 
little tail,” for the first pencils

How- 
ever, it is not unlikely that early 
lead pencils did have a core of

HE Germans were often vehe-

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No Time Clocks, No Speed Ups, and No Tough 


Bosses, Yet the Help Works 12 Hours a Day, 
Seven’ Days a Week and Leads Entire Coun- 
‘try in Production—Getting Florida Vacations.

CLEVELAND, Dec. 19. 


LEVELAND, being in the cen- 
(ter of America’s greatest war 

producing region, is confronted 
with a man-power shortage, with 
scores of large industries desperate 
for more workers. Yet in the midst 
of This personnel want, there is 
one incredible company which has 
an employe waiting‘list of 34,000, 
and the list is still growing. 


The rest of the United States has 
only recently been hearing about 
the Jack & Heintz Co., which just 
two years ago began shoestring 
production of vital airplane parts 
and today is probably the world’s 
largest maker of aviation starters, 
automatic pilots and a half-dozen 
other flight instruments. But in 
Cleveland Jack & Heintz is already 
a legendary concern, 

To many other war industrialists 
Bill Jack and Ralph Heintz are 
“pains in the neck”; to Army and 
Navy officials they are “miracle” 
men; to their employes they are 
just plain “heroes.” It should be 
added, however, that there are no 
“employes” at Jack & Heintz; they 
are all “associates”; there are no 
last names: Jack is Bill, Heintz is 
Ralph, and everybody else ts Tom, 
Dick or Mary. 

At this industrial wonderland 
there are no time clocks, but very 
few are ever tardy. There are no 
spies and no speedups and the 
management doesn’t lift a finger 
over absenteeism, but nobody ever 
takes a day off for anything less 
than hospitalization. It is supposed 
to be a scientific fact that a long 
work day reduces the efficiency of 
workers, but the Jack & Heintz as- 
sociates work 12 hours a day, 
seven days a week, and at the end 
of the day they hit their peak pro- 
duction. 

“There’s only one thing we'll be 
satisfied with,” barks small, dy- 
namic Bill Jack, “and that’s win- 
ning the war!” 

At Jack & Heintz there is a 
two-way public address system, s0 
that the boss not only can talk to 
the help, but also vice versa. The 
other day President Bill, an ex- 
pugilist and ex-business agent of a 
union, stepped up to the loud- 
speaker and said, “We broke a 
record last month. Now the Army 
wants us to break another one 
this month, I told ’em we'd do it, 
What do you say?” The response 
was terrific. Four thousand “asso- 
ciates” cheered and banged their 
machines. % 

There's always a din at Jack & 
Heintz. It starts in the morning 
when a cannon is fired as the flag 
goes up. At night the cannon is 
fired again when the flag comes 
down. The associates have a band 
of their own and they write the 
words and music for their own 
homemade, but stirring, victory 
songs. Around the clock the pub- 
lic address system blares music, 
especially jazz and patriotic tunes, 
into the five plants of the com- 
Me The music is frequently inter- 
rupted with little messages: “At- 
tention, everybody. Mary Jones is 
23 today. Happy birthday, Mary.” 
Or, “Attention, associates, This is

the last day here for our friend 
Johnny Smith. Tomorrow he en 
ters the Navy. Good luck and good- 
by, Johnny. We'll be waiting for 
you to come back.” Or there may 
be congratulations for a new fath- 
er, or “Bill Jack will pass along 
some general information about 
the company’s executive affairs. 
He even reads part of his mail 
over the loudspeaker so the asso- 
ciates will know what goes on. 


The real din in the plant, how- 
ever, breaks out when some 
“traitor” comes to work late. Hun- 
dreds of voices are raised in 4 
piercing wolf-cry as the culprit 
tries to sneak to his machine or 
work bench. Walking 50 or 100 
feet through a lane of baying fel— 
low workers is an experience that 
no one at Jack & Heintz has 
ever risked twice. A worker who 
takes off an entire ‘day without 
an obviously legitimate excuse is 
treated like a leper by his or her 
associates, The record on absentee- 
ism is less than one-half of 1.per 
cent, despite an 80-hour week. The 
national average runs more than 5 


per cent. 
A beautifully fitted and expensive 
shoes—given to them by Jack 
& Heintz. “They’re crazy,” mutter 
rival industrialists. But are they? 
“Nearly everybody has bad feet,” 
says Jack. “We found 90 per cent 
had foot defects. That’ makes 
workers tired faster than anything 
else. People won’t buy costly and 
proper shoes to work in. So we 
give them the right kind of shoes.” 


As with shoes, so with food; it’s 
all free,.too. When the associates 
file through the attractive cafe- 
teria they get the best meal that 
money can buy. But, more impor- 
tant, they get a scientifically bal- 
anced diet, rich. in energy units. 
And on every tray the management 
drops a package containing vita- 
min and anti-cold tablets. Some in- 
dustrial plants have nursing and 
medical services for employes after 
they get sick, but at Jack & Heintz 
everything conceivable is done to 
prevent them getting sick or run 
down in the first place. , 


This winter the company has 
leased and furnished 11 apartments 
at Fort Lauderdale, Fla., and 11 
couples are sent there every two 
weeks for winter vacations. That’s 
on the house, too, “When our folks 
go on vacation,” remarks Bill Jack, 
“we want them to make the most 
of, it. We want them to get some 
sun, and sea air, and some real 
rest. We have more than 200 men 
who have not lost a minute in 
more than a year. They are vital 
to our produetion program, If 
we're going to win the war we've 
got to keep ‘em fit. 


“We go through our plants and 
find men on whom the grind is 
beginning to tell and we pick out 
those who are tired or getting 
ragged and we ship them off to 
Florida. You ought to see them hit 
the line when they come back. 
Next summer we're going to send 
30 men every 10 days to lake re- 
sorts up North.: Our union con- 
tracts call for two weeks’ vacation 
for each employe each year. By 
relaying workers on vacation 
throughout the year, we carry out 
our union agreement and also pre- 
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EACH PARTNER GIVES THE 


serve the efficiency of the men and 
women.” 


Notice that word “union.” Unlike 
some other companies which go in 
for paternalism, the benefits at 
Jack & Heintz are not used as a 
weapon to keep the unions out. Bill 
Jack, who hates the word “pater- 
nalism,” was once an official of 
the A. F. BL. Machinists’ Union and 
today that same union represents 
the workers at Jack & Heintz. 
When Bill was the union spokes- 
man 25 years ago, he wrote out a 
creed of what relations should be 
like between a union and an em- 
ployer. Bill is now on the other 
side of the fence, but his creed still 
stands and was reprinted in the 


‘last issue of the company maga- 


zine. | 


There’s nothing like a walk 
through one of the plants of this 
mushrooming company. There are 
no rows of robots to blur the eye 
and depress the spirit. You don’t 
get furtive looks from bent heads 
as you go by. Instead, you in- 
stantly sense an easy air of cama- 
raderie. Men and women look you 
frankly in the face and smile a 
greeting. Some worker stops Bill 
Jack and borrows a cigarette, for 
there is no rule against smoking. 
When you go in the lavatory it’s 
almost empty; nobody sneaks in 
there for half an hour to snitch a 
smoke. And there’s no rule against 
talking; if you feel like saying some- 
thing to somebody you go ahead 
and say it. If you feel like hum- 
ming, or singing, or whistling with 
the music on the loudspeaker, 
that’s all right, too. 


The speed-up artists to the con- 
trary; says Jack, people are not 
machines. They've got hands and 
feet and lungs and voices and they 
like to use them. It’s monotony 
that wears down men and women, 
Jack thinks, At every few feet in 
the building there are snack bars 
dispensing coffee, hot tomato juice, 
hot chocolate, candy and other 
things to, nibble. If you want some- 
thing you just walk over and help 
yourself, There’s no charge. There 
are foremen, but their job is to 
supervise technical matters and 
not deportment.

NE of the most astounding fea- 
Oise at this astounding place is 

that life really does begin at 40 
there. More than 90 per cent of 
the employes are more than’ 38 
years old, which is enough to give 
professibnal personnel managers 
heart failure, but only gives Bill 
Jack deep satisfaction. Some of 


‘the associates are in their. seven- 


ties and one inspector will be 80 
next year. Their health holds up, 
too, under the preventive care sys- 
tem. Workers, Jack finds, are as 
loath to spend money on doctors 
and dentists as they are on good 
shoes to work in. They'll buy 
cars, radios, ‘and every- 
thing else, but won’t spend a cent 
on their health until they are seri- 
ously ill. Few would dream of 
spending $$0 for an X-ray merely 
as insurance against sickness. 
That’s why all those at Jack & 
Heintz get X-rays free. Tooth de- 
fects were found to be almost uni- 
versal and now dental repair is 
done right at the plant. Bill Jack’s 
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secretary, laughing, says: “You 
can’t hear yourself for the drilling 
around here.” The other day the 
medical system at the plant uncov- 
ered a tapeworm in an employe. 
After treatment he immediately be- 
gan- gaining weight and upping his 
production. 

Whenever the company’s poli- 
cies are criticised, Bill Jack has 
only one answer: he reaches in his 
desk and pulls out the production 
figures. Just two years ago, in 
December 1940, Jack and his part- 
ner, Ralph Heintz, moved into one 
end of an old building in the sub- 
urb of Bedford, on the outskirts 
of Cleveland. They had 90 em- 
ployes, a handful of machines, and 
no sales. The roof leaked and 
snow and rain slithered through 
unrepaired windows. The com- 
pany now has more than 4000 “as- 
sociates” and 1942 sales will top 
40 million dollars. Next year, pre- 
dicts. President Jack, production 
will reach a mighty 120 million dol- 
lars. The present backlog of or- 
ders totals 240 million dollars. 
Starting from nowhere, this atom 
of a company has in 24 months 
achieved world leadership in its 
field. A very proud Jack com- 
ments: “We're turning out more 
per man than anybody, and we’re 
turning out more per square foot 
of plant than anybody in the 
country.” 


x * * 


ACK credits much of this per- 
J tormance to his partner, Heintz, 

who is in charge of engineering, 
but the latter says, “Bill ig the 
spark plug, generator, starter, and 
fuel pump of the outfit.” Fact is, 
they complement each other per- 
fectly. Heintz and his technical 
assistants are responsible for a 
brilliant job. of designing a better, 
lighter, and cheaper airplane start- 
er and automatic pilot than ever 
were built before. Jack is respon- 
sible for translating these fine in- 
strumentg into record-breaking 
production. From an original price 
of $600 the starters have been cut 
to $3850 and another 10 per cent 
price cut will be made in the next 
90 days. Old contracts have been 
revised to save the Government 
nine million dollars. 


Jack & Heintz not only have 
excelled in quantity, but also in 
quality. In a special order com- 
plimenting the high efficiency of 
the company’s products, the Army 
Air Forces has relieved Jack & 
Heintz from separate inspection. 
And tonight Bill Jack and his 
associates are to get the prized 
Army-Navy “E” award. 

In the past the company’ has 
been severely criticised on two 
points. One was that production 
was obtained by the huge bonuses 
which were paid employes last 
year. The other was that the 
bonuses were paid because of 
enormous war profits. Neither 
charge is fully justified. Bonuses 
have now been largely curtailed, 
but individual production contin- 
ues to increase. Moreover, the 
bonus system was introduced be- 
fore the company ever completed 
a sale. 

The record shows that at Christ- 
mas of 1940, when the company 
was only two weeks old, each of 
the 90 employes received a $100

bill, an engraved aviation watch, 
a $2500 life insurance policy, a 
$2500 accident policy, and a hos- 
pitalization policy. Thus the pat- 
tern was established from. the very 
start and before the profits began 
to roll in. 


Bill Jack is now 54 years old, but 
looks much younger. He looks, in- 
deed, like a football coach and 
acts like one. He wears soft flan- 
nel shirts with open collars. He 
sits at his desk, when he sits, 
minus his coat. Usually he wears 


gray trousers and shirt, as most of 
the men in the plant’do. When he 
walks through the production line 
he can’t be distinguished from any 
of his associates.

EFORE he got to high school, 
B Jack quit the classroom to learn 

the die sinker trade. Later he 
was a messenger boy, a magician’s 
assistant, a newspaper carrier, and 
a baseball catcher in a semi-pro 
league. While still a youngster 
Bill became a business agent for 
the International Association of 
Machinists. In 1916, aged 28, Jack 
went into business for himself, 


starting the Accurate Machine Co., 


In the intervening years he start- 
ed and developed several other 
companies, notably Pump Engin- 
eering Service Co., which he sold 
in 19389 to Borg-Warner. 

As president of Jack & Heintz, 
Bill paid himself a big salary and 
bonus last year (about $145,000), 
but when President Roosevelt pro- 
posed the $25,000 salary limit, Jack 
said: “Anything the President says 
about salaries we'll back to the 
limit, If he says no salary at 
all, it will be no salary.” 

Not to be outdone by the boss, 
the associates have set out to lead 
the country in war bond buying 
and they now have not a 10 but 15 
per cent club. Also, in emulation 
of the boss’s policies, the associates 
this year are going to give away 
8000 Christmas baskets (each con- 
taining $14 worth of food) to less 
fortunate Clevelanders. 

Perhaps the spirit of the people 
at Jack & Heintz can best-be sum- 
marized by the Victory Song which 
all will sing at the“Army-Navy “E” 
gward celebration tonight. Here’s 
the song:

And, best of all, 
he doesn’t have to associate with 
curious colonels who, in civilian 
life, he would never have consid- 
ered knowing.

N preparing turkey for roasting 

much care should he given to 

the stuffing. Many people like 
a wet stuffing while others prefer 
a dry stuffing. We should be able 
to please all by having both kinds. 
The breast stuffing could be dry 
and the frame stuffing wet, or vice 
versa. If the family is fond of 
stuffing, it would be a good idea 
to make an extra quantity to cook 
on the side. This is easily accom- 
plished by putting the extra stuf- 
fing in a well buttered baking dish 
about one hour before the turkey 
is cooked, basting at 15 minute in- 
tervals with drippings from the 
roasting pan. plane 

ROAST TURKEY. 

Have butcher prepare turkey for 
roasting, taking care to make inci- 
sions as small as possible. Re- 
move pin feathers, singe hairs and 
wash. Pat dry with clean towel 
or napkin. Fill breast and frame 
with stuffing, sew skin together 
and truss, using white string for 
the purpose. The, wings are folded 
under in such a way that they 
will hold close to the frame (the 
butcher will show you how to do 
this) and the legs are tied to the 
tail of the bird. Sprinkle turkey 
with salt and rub entire turkey 
with soft butter. Place turkey in 
large baking pan, lay two thin 
slices of salt pork over breast and 
start to cook in hot oven (450 de- 
grees F.) for 10 minutes, Reduce 


heat to moderate (325 degrees F.) 


Recipe for Ro 


and baste every 15 minutes until 
turkey is cooked, allowing about 
three and one-half hours for a 
medium sized turkey of 10 to 12 
pounds. Do not put water in the 
pan with the turkey, but start 
basting after first 15 minutes of 
cooking with one-half cup of but- 
ter melted in one-half cup of hot 
water. When this has been used 
up, baste from baking pan, If 
breat of turkey’ browns too fast 
cover it with a piece of white 
buttered paper: Remove turkey to 
large hot platter and make gravy. 


GIBLET GRAVY. 

Meanwhile, cover gizzard, heart 
and neck with boiling water, add 
a stalk of celery, one onion, two 
sprigs.of parsley and one-half tea- 
spoon of salt. Let it simmer until 
giblets are tender, or about one 
and one-half hours, then add the 
liver and cook rapdily for 10 min- 
utes. Put gizzard, heart and liver 
in chopping bowl and chop fine. 
Pour off all but four tablespoons, 
of drippings remaining In roasting 
pan, blend in three tablespoons of 
flour and gradually add two cups 
of the strained giblet stock, stir- 
ring constantly until boiling point 
is reached, Season to taste and 
strain into sauceboat, add chopped 
giblets and serve.

The G-Major Concerto is one of 
Beethoven’s most imposing works 
in any form and is also pre-emi- 
nent as an example of effective 
goring for the piano, The range 
in dynamic intensity as well as the 

jal percussive qualities of the 


| instrument is thoroughly explored. 


The content of course determines 
its importance. And the content 
here deals with a peculiar duality 
of spirit, as if Beethoven had de- 
termined to bring into opposition 
and to reconcile two natures, one, 
gentle, introspective and subtle and 
the other brash, assertive and ad- 


yenturous. 

This is the second recording of 
this work made by Schnabel, the 
first having been done about ten 
years ago With the London Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra.’ For one who 
does not possess the first volume, 
the present recording is to be pre- 
ferred. Differences between the 
two, however, are. really very 
slight. The general approach is ex- 
actly the same and there are 
startling resemblances. even in 
minor details. Dr. Stock’s accom- 
paniment is slightly more authori- 
tative than that of Dr. Malcolm 
Sargent and acoustically the later 
recording has a little more bright- 
ness and depth. 


MOZART: G-MINOR STRING 
QUINTET. 


@ The second Christmas gift which 
any -musically sensitive person 
would be delighted to receive is 
that of Mozart’s monumental 
chamber work, the Quintet in G- 
minor for string quartet and extra 
viola (Columbia, four records). In 
this composition’: we have the full 
measure of Mozart’s creative gen- 
jus, his astonishing inventiveness, 


‘his mastery of form and greatest 
of all, his tragic sense of life. 


' As on all occasions 


when one 
hears this work, the last move- 
ment, though beautiful in itself, 
comes ag an anti-climax after the 
terrific tension worked up in the 
preceding slow movement, This 
undoubtedly represents a surrender 
to the conventions of the period, 
for sheer logic to which Mozart 
was certainly no stranger would 
have dictated a peroration in the 
same mood as that of the whole 
piece. 

The performance is by the Buda- 
pest String Quartet assisted by M. 
Katins, viola, and ig first-rate in 
every respect. Acoustically, the 
records are not all that they might 
be as there are certain passages 
that sound rather wooden, but it is 
nevertheless the best available ver- 
sion of this great work. 

RICHARD STRAUSS: DON 
QUIXOTE. 
@ This performance is by the Pitts- 
burgh Symphony Orchestra with 
Fritz Reiner, conducting, and Gre- 
gor Piatigorsky playing the solo 
‘cello part (Columbia, five records). 
The performance as a whole is im- 
pressive, with the orchestra sound- 
ing very. well indeed and Mr. Piati- 
gorsky playing beautifully at all 
times. There are a few episodes 
however, in which both Mr. Reiner 
and Mr. Piatigorsky seem to miss 
the point. The impassioned lyri- 
tim at the end of the third epi- 
sode ig played too hurriedly.

The chuckles that “The Forest Rangers” affords are to be 
even more appreciated in a week in which only two other first-run 
entries are offered—“Henry Aldrich, Editor,” also at the Fox, and

not been so bountiful as many of those in the past.
